FUNDRAISERS are 
pulling out all the stops 
in their bid to help a 
two-year-old boy 
receive life-changing 
treatment in the US. 

Aiden Thomas, from 
Haverhill, who was born 10 
weeks early, was diagnosed 
with cerebral palsy last year. 

He also has bilateral spastic 
hemiplegia, which causes 
stiffness in his right arm and leg 
and to a lesser extent in his left 
leg. 

The Aiden’s Footsteps Appeal 
was set up by his parents 
Victoria Thompson and Gareth 
Thomas, to raise the £60,000 
needed to send their son for 
treatment, to give him the best 
chance of leading a full life and 
keeping up with his twin 
brother Owen. 

The appeal has already raised 
close to half the amount in a 
year. 

Victoria gives Aiden daily 
physio to retain his limited 
range of movement, but he 
needs selective dorsal 
rhizotomy (SDR) surgery to help 
him walk. 

Now his family have been told 
the toddler can receive the 
surgery in the US on May 15.

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Victoria said: “We received 
confirmation that Aiden is an 
excellent candidate for SDR. 
The doctor feels that Aiden will 
be more comfortable, find 
moving easier, have better 
function in his right arm and 
will be an independent walker 
in all environments. 

“We are now pushing really 
hard to raise the final amount 
we need to cover the cost of 
taking Aiden to the States, as we 
need to pay for surgery a month 
in advance. 

“We are very excited at being 
given a date for Aiden’s surgery 
but nervous at the same time, as 
we still have a lot to raise and 
the operation is scheduled to 
take place in just nine weeks. 

“We know that there will be a 
lot of hard work following the 
operation but are looking 
forward to the summer and this 
new chapter in our lives and we 
can’t wait for Aiden to be up on 
his feet running around 
enjoying the sunshine with 
Owen. 

“We would like to say thank 
you to everyone who has 


supported Aiden so far and 
hope that the community will 
continue to support Aiden and 
make his dreams of running 
around playing with Owen 
come true.”

College students 
renovate hostel

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STUDENTS from Haverhill, 
Newmarket and Mildenhall 
helped give a facelift to a hostel 
for homeless people. 

Princes Trust Team 15 at West Suffolk 
College officially handed over their 
completed community project at the 
Newmarket Open Door Hostel in the 
High Street to residents and staff. 

The handover was the culmination of 
a week-long project in which the team 
improved the garden, built a sheltered 
barbecue area and decorated the kitchen 
area. 

Newmarket Open Door, in Portland 
House, is a hostel for homeless people 
aged 16 to 30 years. 

The team chose this from three 
community project options: the other 
two were renovating a woodland area in 
Haverhill or improving an outside area at 
the Open Road drug rehabilitation unit 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

They decided on Portland House as 
two members of the group live there and 
the team wanted to help homeless young 
people in similar situations. 

Students on the team included Luke 
Downey, Madison Hughes and Ryan 
Payne from Haverhill; David Miles from 
Newmarket and lade Mulligan from 
Mildenhall, 

Jane Savin, manager of Newmarket 
Open Door, said: “Residents and staff are 
grateful to the Prince’s Trust team for 
choosing us for their community project. 
We appreciate the work they have done 
over the past seven days. 

“Team members have made such a 
difference to the kitchen and garden 
which will benefit all our residents, 
particularly the barbecue area in the 
summer. This will make a lasting 
difference to the community.” 

The group broke into smaller teams to 
raise money for tools and materials, 
collecting £384. 

Activities included a fancy dress 
balloon street collection on Valentine’s 


Day in Newmarket, a street collection in 
Bury St Edmunds and a fancy dress cake 
sale in The arc shopping centre, Bury St 
Edmunds. 

The team also offered a bag-packing 
service to customers at Tesco Bury St 
Edmunds, raising £235, £100 of which 
was donated to the Tesco charity of the 


year, the Alzheimer’s Society. 

The Prince’s Trust Team programme 
gives unemployed 16- to 25-year-olds 
the skills and confidence to find a job. 

More than three out of four young 
people who have completed Prince’s 
Trust schemes move into work, 
education or training. 


Former mayor hits out at 
council’s vision for future 


A FORMER mayor says she and 
many other Haverhill residents are 
angry that their views have been 
ignore by planners mapping out 
how a huge housing development 
should be designed. 

Aldine Horrigan, who was 
mayor in the 1990s and served on 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
for 17 years, was among residents 
who attended the consultations a 
year ago and again last week on 
plans for the town’s development 
over the next 20 years. 

Mrs Horrigan said those who 
attended the consultation last 
week on St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s Vision 2031 
were upset to discover that the 
map for where 2,500 new homes 
are planned in north-east 
Haverhill still showed the access 
route joining Coupals Road, 


cutting through a wildlife corridor. 

She said: “We feel that our views 
have just been ignored. What is 
the point of us giving our views if 
they just do what they were going 
to do anyway? 

“We feel the proposed access 
road of a 2,500 housing estate on 
to the narrow and restricted 
country lane called Coupals Road 
should be deleted from the plan as 
highly dangerous. 

“It also cuts through the 
country parkland area, Haverhill 
country walks and a valuable 
wildlife corridor. 

“We are not in agreement with 
the proposals as they stand and I 
think people need to know about 
it. Haverhill is going to be bursting 
at the seams and we have not even 
got a proper High Street yet. 

“It is just not on, we need the 


proper infrastructure, and we are 
all very concerned about this.” 

A council spokesperson said: 
“We are gratehil to Mrs Horrigan 
and others for contributing to the 
Vision 2031 process and for 
highlighting issues that will be 
addressed in detail as we get 
further into the forthcoming 
master planning stages. 

“On closer examination, they 
will find that their fears about the 
woodland belt are addressed in 
the current proposals. The road 
they refer to does raise significant 
issues which will need to be 
satisfactorily addressed. 

“This is exactly this type of 
constructive involvement that we 
need to make sure that the vision 
works at a neighbourhood as well 
as a town level.” 


Police alert on 
laser pens 

POLICE are warning of the 
danger of laser pens after a 
resident complained that 
one had been shone into 
his home. Police went to a 
house in Poplar Close, 
Haverhill, on Friday night to 
investigate the incident. 

PC Michael Potter said the 
resident had been quite 
concerned and frightened 
by the incident. He 
stressed that shining 
powerful laser pens at 
people or vehicles could be 
very dangerous. 

PC Potter said: “If people 
are shining these things in 
the public domain it could 
cause quite a catastrophic 
accident, if it was in the 
eyes of a driver in a moving 
vehicle.”

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School drugs 
projects win 
top recognition 

A SCHOOL drugs project based on a concept 
developed by pupils from a Haverhill school 
has won national and local awards. 

Suffolk Constabulary’s Don’t Let Drugs 
Wreck Your Life won the High Sheriff’s 
Crimebeat Award, and was also commended 
in the National Crimebeat Awards at a 
ceremony in Bury St Edmunds. 

The concept was developed by pupils 
from Castle Manor Business and Enterprise 
College in Haverhill, following a competition 
run by Suffolk Constabulary under the 
umbrella of the Suffolk Drug and Alcohol 
Action Team. It shows a wrecking ball 
swinging into a wall with the word ‘Life’ 
written on. 

This idea was developed into an 
interactive teaching resource in the style of 
‘Jenga-style’ blocks, with the word ‘Life’ 
written down the side. On individual blocks 
are discussion topics such as relationships 
and health. The tower demonstrates that if 
these things are taken away, it becomes a 
less strong and safe structure and is 
designed to provoke discussion in young 
people. 

Accompanying the tower are two DVDs, 
the first an instructional DVD and the 
second an 18-minute programme about 
drug misuse, which is split into segments 
suitable for a class of 10-12 year olds and 
12+, both of which were produced by East 
Coast Productions. 

The team was presented with their awards 
by the High Sheriff Stephen Miles at St 
Edmundsbury Cathedral. The winner of the 
local Crimebeat Award is put forward to the 
National Crimebeat Awards. 

Suffolk Constabulary’s Chief Constable 
Simon Ash said: “The hard work of the 
students at Castle Manor continues long 
after the original young people who began 
the project left school. Each year a new set of 
pupils takes on Don’t Let Drugs Wreck Your 
Life as custodians to develop the scheme 
further. 

“We have now seen the DVD and other 
educational material go to all upper schools 
in the county and there has been interest 
from around the country too. The national 
Crimebeat commendation also received is 
highly deserved and I would like to thank 
the team for all their hard work.” 


Police pledge to tackle problem car parking 


INCONSIDERATE parking by 
parents outside a school is the new 
priority to be tackled by police. 

This was one of three new 
measures set out at the latest 
meeting of Haverhill’s Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team. 

Other priorities set were pupils 
walking in the road on a section of 
Chalkstone Way with no footpath 
and daytime drinking at a children’s 
play area within the town’s alcohol 
free zone. 

The top issue was to tackle 
problems caused by parking outside 
Place Farm School in Camps Road at 
the start and the end of the school 
day. MP Matthew Hancock visited 
the school in January and Madeleine 
Vigar, head of the Castle Partnership 
of Schools, showed him the

problems caused by the traffic and 
inconsiderate parking, which she 
believes create a danger to pupils. 
The third priority will be tackling 


anti social behaviour by people 
consuming alcohol in the Aeroplane 
Park, at Hardwick Road, an area 
within the Haverhill Alcohol Free 
Zone, between the hours of 8am and 
around 3pm. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, sector 
commander for Haverhill, agreed 
that the issues would be investigated 
and discussed with partner agencies 
in a bid to find solutions. 

These priorities will be adopted 
for the next three months, after 
which another meeting will be held 
to decide whether they should 
remain or be replaced. 

Staff at Samuel Ward Academy had 
disputed suggestions that their 
pupils had been smoking and 
drinking as they left the school site. 
Inspector Ferrie said police had 


worked extensively with the school 
after the priority was identified and 
could find no evidence at all of such 
behaviour. 

Another issue of anti-social 
behaviour linked to adults sniffing 
gas cylinders in the area of Vange 
Place, Haverhill, was also 
discontinued after police found no- 
one committing such offences. 

The aim to tackle an increase in 
night time burglaries at town centre 
premises had been targeted by foot 
patrol between the hours of 8pm and 
6am from Monday to Sunday. 
Inspector Ferrie reported that after 
the initial surge in reported offences 
and the police response by 
increasing patrols in the targeted 
areas, there had been and dramatic 
reduction in offences.

Former Kedington parish 
councillor Gloria Double 
alleged that six members of 
Kedington parish council, 
including chairman Terry 
Wheeler, had breached the 
councillors Code of Conduct, 
accusing them of man¬ 
handling, bullying, abusive 
behaviour and collusion. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Standards Comm¬ 
ittee has been considering 


the allegations and last week 
ruled that the six members 
had not breached the code in 
relation to these claims, 
although two had committed 
other minor breaches. No 
sanctions were imposed. 

A statement issued by the 
parish council said: “For the 
past 21 months, six Ked¬ 
ington parish councillors 
have been under the shadow 
of serious allegations of 
breaching the Code of 
Conduct. 

“The allegations of man¬ 
handling, bullying, abusive 


behaviour and collusion 
were brought to the 
Standards Committee, 
Assessment Sub-Committee 
of St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council by ex-Kedington 
parish councillor, Gloria 
Double. 

“After a thorough inves¬ 
tigation by St Edmundsbury’s 
Investigating Officer, all 
councillors were found not to 
have breached the Code of 
Conduct for the above 
allegations.” 

However, one of the six 
councillors was found to 
have committed a minor 
breach of the code and 
another councillor was 
found guilty of a minor 


breach of the code on a 
technicality. 

The statement added: 
“Neither breach was serious 
enough to warrant any 
disciplinary action against 
the two councillors. 

“All members of the parish 
council have expressed their 
support for the two coun¬ 
cillors and are pleased that 
no action is to be taken 
against them. 

“Kedington Parish Council 
is now looking forward to 
continuing to serve the 
interests of the parish to the 
best of their ability without 
the worry and distractions of 
these allegations hanging 
over them.”

Mum sets out on 
marathon battle

A MUM whose dau¬ 
ghter suffers from a rare 
stroke-like condition is 
running the London 
Marathon to raise 
money for a charity 
working to improve 
treatment for sufferers. 

A decade after she started 
running - with the intention 
of tackling the marathon 
before she was 30 - Michelle 
Bamber has a place to take 
part next month - just two 
weeks after her 30th birthday. 

Her 3-year-old daughter 
Lily was an extra reason to 
take part and her sponsorship 
money will be divided bet¬ 
ween the Lily Foundation, for 
mitochondrial disease suff¬ 
erers, and Jo’s Cervical Cancer 
Trust. 

Michelle, of Burnthouse 
Close, Haverhill, had a normal 
pregnancy and labour when 
Lily was born in February 
2009 and there was no 
indication that anything was 
wrong until she reached 17 
months. 

Her parents noticed that as 
she took her first tentative 
steps, Lily did not seem to 
move in the same way as 
other children and was 
constantly falling over. 

It was only after further 
checks at the age of 2, 
followed by three general 
anaesthetics in seven weeks 
last July for scans and a 
muscle biopsy, that Lily’s 
condition was finally 
diagnosed. 

Michelle said: “She seemed 
to take in her stride and 
amazed doctors by holding 
the mask to send herself of to 
sleep, 

“Although Lily had been 
walking unaided, she could 
never run and could only 
totter along and would fall 
over on uneven ground. 

“Then she stopped walking 
unaided and barely moved for 
more than three months. 

“We have been told this has 
been caused by stroke-like 
episodes and she has several 
points of damage to her brain. 

“It has been almost eight 
months in total and she is 
now showing an interest in 
moving, she loves to dance 



and can take a few steps, but 
she needs to be held as she 
cannot stand by herself and 
tires very quickly. 

“Lily has been diagnosed 
with probable Melas synd¬ 
rome, which stands for 
mitochondrial myopathy, 
encephalopathy, lactic 
acidosis and stroke-like 
episodes. 

“We are still awaiting 
genetic testing to confirm 
this. The disease can affect an 
organ or part of the body or in 
the worst cases affect multiple 
organs and lead to death. 

“The Lily Foundation is 
funding development of 
testing procedures that will 
enable early diagnosis and 
treatment of the many varied 
symptoms. 

“Lily is such a happy 3- 
year-old girl, she has given my 
husband and I such strength, 
she doesn’t complain when 
the doctors do their tests and 
for such a young child, seems 


to understand what we tell 
her is going on. 

“I started doing the Great 
North Run in 2005 and still 
had that ambition of 
completing London. 

“It was when I saw the late 
Jade Goody complete 22 miles 
from doing no training, that I 
felt if I put the training in, I 
could complete the whole 
course. 

“This is why my first charity 
to support is Jo's Cervical 
Cancer Trust as a little thank 
you to Jade for giving me the 
push to fulfill this dream. “ 

Michelle set out to raise 
£700 and is already quite 
close to this, thanks to a 
donation from Haverhill 
Lions Club and support from 
local businesses.

AFTER years of pounding 
the streets delivering milk, 
diary owner Roger Plumb 
has set himself a new 
challenge - to deliver a 
pint to the top of the 
world’s highest free¬ 
standing mountain. 

Roger, 42, owner of the 
Moojuice Dairy, based in 
Haverhill, will travel to Tanzania 
on June 13 and take eight days to 
climb Mount Kilimanjaro. 

He will face altitudes of up to 
5,895 metres and will be trekking 
through five different eco¬ 
systems. 

The novice climber, who has 
been in training since Christmas 
for the trip, hopes to raise at least 
£5,000 in sponsorship for St 
Nicholas Hospice. 

Roger has been a dairy worker 
for 25 years and is the grandson 
of the founder of Plumbs Dairy, 
based in Balsham. 

Roger has probably walked 
thousands of miles since he first 
started working on the rounds, 
something he hopes will stand 
him in good stead when he 
undertakes his arduous challenge 
in Africa. 

Roger said: “My wife did 
Machu Picchu a few years ago 
and I have always wanted to do 
something for a local charity and 
to keep fitter now that I don’t get 
out on a round as often as I used 
to. 

“I am really looking forward to 
it. We once used a pedometer 
and we worked out that a 
milkman does around seven- 
and-a-half miles a day, six days a 
week. I love going out on the 
rounds, I always go out if 
someone needs training. 

“Round here, it is so flat so I 
have been carrying a backpack 
and wearing leg weights to make 
it harder. I can walk all day long, 
but I think the hardest thing is 
going to be the altitude. 


“I am going to take a bottle of 
milk with me and take a picture 
when I get to the top. 

“I thought that the hospice was 
something local that people can 
relate to because every day you 
hear of someone with cancer. I 
asked them what they needed 
and they said some new beds, so 


that is what I hope to raise 
money for. 

“I have written to all my 
suppliers and hopefully the 
customers will support me too."

Safety belt 
crackdown 


BELT up and save lives! That’s 
the message traffic police 
officers, who will be giving out 
during a week-long enforcement 
campaign.

Officers hurt

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Woman who 
headaches a 


I T was a perfectly 
ordinary working 
day Celine Pinter 
was sitting at her desk 
as usual, typing away 
at the computer. And 
then, out of the blue, 
a searing pain 
pierced her head - a 
pain so terrible, it 
froze her to the spot. 

“There was no warning: 
it was instant, as if some¬ 
one had thrown boiling 
water over me,” remem¬ 
bers the 45-year-old. “It felt 
like a big dagger had been 
driven through the top of 
my head, through my eye, 
my nose, my mouth and 
into my neck. 

“I didn’t know what was 
happening: was I having a 
stroke? Or a brain 
haemorrhage? 

“The pain is hard to 
describe. It’s sharp, 
stabbing... It’s a 10 /10 
pain. Since then I’ve 
actually smashed teeth 
while having an attack. It’s 
immobilising.” 

Although she didn’t 
know it at the time, Celine 
was suffering the 
symptoms of an incredibly 
rare brain condition. 
Known as SUNA 
(technically Strictly Uni¬ 
lateral Neuralgiform head-

aches with Autonomic 
symptoms), it has seen her 
suffer up to 600 paralysing 
headaches a day, each 
lasting a minute and 
occurring at minute 
intervals. 

Celine tried everything 
to control the pain: 
umpteen anti-epilepsy 
meds; research drugs yet 
to be licensed; intravenous 
anaesthetic, normally 
reserved for end-of-life 
cancer care. But nothing 
seemed to work. 

“My life had hit the 
buffers,” says the mum-of- 
two, from Girton. “It got to 
the stage where I couldn’t 
really do anything. I 
couldn’t work. I couldn’t 
drive. I couldn’t shop or 
cook: I was on so much 
medication I wasn’t even 
safe to use sharp knives. 

“Saying it like that, it 
sounds quite miserable, 
doesn’t it?” 

But now - thanks to a 
combination of ground¬ 
breaking brain surgery and 
sheer strength of character 
- Celine has got her life 
back. 

In June of last year, she 
underwent a four-hour 
operation to embed 16 
electrodes along a nerve 


pathway in her brain, 
which, in turn, connect to 
an electronic stimulator 
(similar to a pace-maker) 
powered by a battery pack 
inserted into her chest. 

Thanks to a hand-held 
wireless controller, Celine 
can control the electric 
pulses to the electrodes in 
her head; the pulses 
interrupt the pain signals 
emitted by the nerve and, 
as a result, both the 
frequency and intensity of 
Celine’s headaches are 
dramatically reduced. 

“Compared to this time 
last year, life now is 
unbelievable, vastly 
different,” she smiles. 

“It’s still in no way a 
normal life: I can still have 
up to 150 headaches a day. 
But it is so, so much better. 
I can work again. And I can 
be a mum again. 

“I still have episodes 
which mean I have to be 
hospitalised - but they last 
for eight hours, rather than 
eight days.” 

Celine’s battle with 
headaches began when 
she was just 15, with the 
onset of migraines. “I had 
all the usual symptoms: 
pain, visual disturbance 
... But I was able to treat it 
with over-the-counter 
medication.” 

Then, in her late 30s, the 
headaches went up a gear 


- becoming what’s known 
as hemiplegic migraines, 
which cause one side of 
the body (in this case, 
Celine’s left side) to 
paralyse or become weak 
and floppy. 

Five years ago, aged 40, 
the first SUNA episode 
occurred. “My doctor sent 
me straight to 
Addenbrooke’s and they 
tested for everything from 
Multiple Sclerosis to brain 
tumours. Eventually they 
got it down to a family of 
conditions, but they still 
couldn’t pinpoint which 
one I had. 

“I was in so much pain, I 
didn’t really know what 
was going on. When you 
watch Casualty you see 
someone being wheeled in 
with a broken leg and the 
doctor shouts ‘Get me 5mg 
of morphine’. I was on 5- 
lOmg of morphine three or 
four times a day, and it 
didn’t even touch the 
pain.” 

Celine was prescribed 
anti-epilepsy drugs, often 
used to treat patients 
suffering from 
neuralgiform headaches. 
“Bizarrely they advise you 
not to take too many 
painkillers, because then 
you can get a headache 
from painkiller over-use.” 

But the medication was 
pretty ineffectual. Things

came to a head when 
Celine was offered a drug 
known to have some 
frightening possible side- 
effects: “I was told I might 
lose my extremities - my 
fingers and toes. I’ve got 
two children; I just thought 
‘I can’t do this’. But, equally, 
I couldn’t live with the pain: 
that wasn’t an option 
either.” 

Referred to the National 
Hospital for Neurology and 
Neurosurgery in London, 
Celine admits she was in a 
desperate state. “It was 
amazing to be in a place 
where people were saying 
‘Ah, yes, we’ve seen this 
kind of thing before’. But 
they didn’t know exactly 
what my condition was, so 
they took me off all 
medication - back to the 
raw state, one headache 
every other minute - and 
began a drug trial.” 

By process of 
elimination - trying a 
whole series of 
medications, each known 
to impact on a different 
form of neuralgiform 
headache - the experts 
diagnosed Celine with 
SUNA. Along with the pain, 
which occurs on the left 
side of her head, face and 
neck, she displays physical 
(autonomic) symptoms: 
her left eyelid droops, her 
eye begins to weep and her 
face flushes. 

“After the diagnosis, the 
consultant told me I’d got a 
10 per cent chance of 
becoming pain free. He 
walked out round the 
curtain and my pastor 
walked in: of all days, he’d 
chosen that day to visit. 

“I can remember saying 
‘I’ve only got a 10 per cent 
chance of living pain free. 
We’d better go downstairs 
and start praying: we’ve got 
lots of work to do’... 

“In that moment I 
realised I had to find a way 
to get round this.” 

Celine, who is a member 
of Girton’s Baptist Church, 
says her faith has been a 
constant source of 
strength. “I know it sounds 
a bit cheesy, but it really 
has sustained me through 
some very dark times. 

“And I wouldn’t have 
coped without my family, 
my friends, amazing 
medical staff and a support 
group called Ouch: I call 
them Team Pinter.” 

Another series of anti¬ 
epilepsy drugs followed 
and, while all proved 
reasonably effective short¬ 
term, Celine soon became 
immune to each one in 
turn. 


“There was a list of 
medications I could take. I 
knew each one would only 
work for so long, but I 
thought it would take 10 
years to work through the 
list. In fact it took about a 
year and a half.” 

Celine, now centre 
manager for a training and 
employment provider in 
Cambridge, managed to 
continue working with her 
previous employer until the 
January of last year, when 
her health hit an all-time 
low. 

“From January to June it 
was the worst it’s ever been. 
I was spending two weeks 
at a time in hospital on 
lidocaine treatment - an 
intravenous anaesthetic 
treatment, normally reser¬ 
ved for cancer patients in 
the end stages of life. 

“It makes you kind of 
numb: you don’t feel any 
pain at all.” 

Celine says her 
deterioration had an 
enormous impact on the 
whole family, most of all 
Ranko, her husband, and 
their two children, Anna, 
now 14, and David, 8. “My 
daughter is the organiser. 
She was the one who knew 
instantly when I needed an 
ambulance. We constantly 
had a bag packed for the 
hospital, because I might 
need to go there any time.” 

Having reached the end 
of the road with medica¬ 
tions, Celine’s only remain¬ 
ing option was a radical 
surgical procedure. “We 
had to apply to the ‘except¬ 
ional conditions panel’ at 
the Primary Care Trust to 
get permission and initially 
they said no; they 
recommended further 
testing on the treatment. 
But we pleaded with them: 
I’d got to the bottom of all 
my resources.” 

Just three weeks after the 
PCT approved the op, 
Celine went under the 
knife in London. The 16 
electrodes were implanted 
along the occipital nerve, 
which runs along the base 
of the brain, and the 
stimulator with its battery 
pack was inserted into her 
chest, just below the 
collarbone. 

Although the surgery 
was major, Celine was 
home within two days. And 
she says the electrodes 
eased her pain immediate¬ 
ly, from the moment she 
woke up from anaesthetic. 

“It has been life-chang¬ 
ing. I can’t thank the doc¬ 
tors enough - especially my 
specialist, Manjit Matharu, 
and Mr Watkins who did 


the surgery.” 

By September, Celine 
was back at work. “I find 
people jobs, particularly 
the long-term 
unemployed. To be able to 
carry on doing what you’re 
skilled at - and to help 
people at the same time - 
enriches your life. 

“I owe a lot to my 
employers, who are very 
supportive. I do still have 
attacks; I have good days 
and bad days. They are 
understanding about that.” 

Celine still requires 
lidocaine treatment at 
intervals. It gives her a 
short spell completely 
pain-free: “I get a little 
holiday from the pain, if 
you like.” 

A few weeks ago, when 
returning from a lidocaine 
session, she left a bag full of 
vital kit in the back of a taxi. 
It included the equipment 
she relies on to recharge 
the battery pack in her 
chest - it will go flat in a 
matter of days without a 
charging boost - and the 
hand-held controller. 

“I wasn’t in the best state 
when I came out of the 
hospital,” explains Celine. 
“And when I realised the 
bag was missing I felt 
desperate.” Despite ringing 
round cab firms and 
placing an appeal in our 
sister paper, the Cambridge 
News, the kit never turned 
up. 

If the battery had gone 
flat, the only option would 
have been surgery to 
replace it. But, thankfully, 
the medical team in 
London managed to get a 
new charger kit flown over 
from Holland. 

“I can’t tell you how 
brilliant they are. You even 
have a special headache 
nurse, who’s on call 24 
hours a day if you need her. 

“I’m in a good spell now,” 
adds Celine. “When you’ve 
got a condition like this you 
learn to live minute to 
minute, hour to hour; I 
always feel I’m living on 
borrowed time, until the 
next bad patch comes 
along. 

“But I’m back doing the 
job I love. And I’m able to 
spend time with my child¬ 
ren: to do the simple things 
that I couldn’t before, like 
going to school assemblies. 
I really value all that. 

“For the first time in four 
years, I can honestly say I 
feel positive about die 
future.”

A production error meant the 
Mayor’s View was cut short in last 
week’s Weekly News. Here is the 
full text. Apologies for any 
confusion. 

I READ with interest a 
recent letter from 
someone who was 
thinking of moving away from 
Haverhill because of the lack 
of good shops in the town. 

I must say that I think this is 
short-sighted and negative 
thinking. My view is that Haverhill 
has much to offer that people won’t 
find in other towns. The High Street 
may well be finding it tough going 
at the moment, but I think if people 
take the time to look at what’s 
happening in other towns - even 
the bigger ones - they’ll see that 
many have far more empty shops 
and are losing big names to a much 
greater extent. 

What a relief, for instance, to find 
that Peacocks has decided to keep 
its Haverhill shop open while those 
in Bury St Edmunds and 
Newmarket have been closed. 

And it’s not just the High Street 
that’s giving Haverhill an edge over 
other towns right now I can’t think 
of another town that has such 
strong support from its voluntary 
and community groups. Right 
across the community, we benefit 
from the efforts of volunteers. 

There are far too many to mention 
here, but I’ll pick out a few that I’ve 
been involved with. 

Take, for instance, the Haverhill 
Gateway Club, which provides vital 
support to people with learning 
disabilities and their carers. They’ve 
been going for nearly 40 years, and 
I saw at first hand just how 
important they are when I went to 
join them celebrating the last 20 of 
those at the Burton Centre. 

Then there’s REACH, a 
marvellous example of how the 
voluntary sector supports people 
who find themselves struggling 
financially. They came along to a 
recent town council meeting to 
remind us of their valuable work, 


from debt counselling and help 
finding work, to providing food and 
furniture to those in need. They are 
one of the town’s real strengths in 
times of need and the town council 
is proud to support them. 

At the same meeting, we heard 
from other community groups - 
the town pastors, who walk the 
streets on Friday nights to comfort 
people and diffuse volatile 
situations; the flower club, who give 
their time to make Haverhill a 
brighter place to be; and the 
Parkour Group, who support free- 
running in the town. All great 
examples of how Haverhill 
supports its own and keeps such a 
strong community spirit. 

I am convinced that if groups like 
these disappeared, our 
communities would collapse very 
quickly. 

I would encourage everyone to 
remind themselves of the vital role 
they play and to show their support 
and get involved. Organisations 
such as the Haverhill Volunteer 
Centre and the Haverhill 
Association ofVoluntary 
Organisations will help if you are 
interested in volunteering, or if 
your group needs advice and 
guidance. 

If you need more persuasion that 
Haverhill is a great place to live, just 
look round at the great community 
facilities on offer - such as the 
leisure centre, sports and other 
clubs and societies and excellent 
schools. 


And let’s not forget the town’s arts 
centre - as well as a host of 
entertainment events, it will be 
involved in lots of community 
activities in the coming year, 
including celebrations for the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee, the 
Olympic Torch Relay, as well as 
established events like the U 
Festival, the Big Day Out, 
Hallowe’en Trails and Christmas 
celebrations. 

And last, but not least, it’s worth 
noting that your town council is 
doing its best to ease the burden in 
these difficult times, having just 
agreed not to increase our part of 
the council tax for the next year. We 
are also still fighting in the town’s 
interests for Place Court, the Crown 
Health Centre and our community 
centres. 

Like every town, there are 
certainly things that could be 
better, but don’t be fooled into 
thinking other towns have more to 
offer. I have met quite a number of 
people who have moved away and 
returned to Haverhill because of its 
strong community spirit and the 
benefits of living in a caring 
community. 

As the saying goes, “the grass is 
always greener on the other side... 
until you look closely and find it’s 
just green paint...” 

Finally, a quick mention on 
behalf of the Parkway Community 
Association, holding their AGM at 
Burton End School on April 16. 
They’d love residents to come along.

We're Macc and 
better than ever 


The Maccabees, who play 
Cambridge Corn Exchange on 
Monday, March 19, look to be 
stepping up a league with their 
third album. Frontman Orlando 
Weeks tells The Guide how Given 
To The Wild turned out to be the 
record they'd been longing to 
make 

I T’S a bit early to start crowing 
about the best album of 2012. 

But barely a week into the year, The 
Maccabees unveiled an album that will 
almost certainly dominate end-of-year 
polls in 11 months’ time. 

It’s almost five years since the London 
five-piece released their debut album 
Colour It In- a spiky, angular set of songs, 
heavily influenced by the likes of XTC, 
Magazine and early Blur. 

It was charming in its naivety and 
perfectly enjoyable, but while many bands 
sound at their most exciting on their debut, 
The Maccabees seemed as if they were 
being held back. 

The follow-up Wall Of Arms arrived two 
years later and delivered on so much of 
that early promise. It was produced by 
Markus Dravs, who had previously worked 
with Bjork, Coldplay and Arcade Fire, and 
was a real step ‘up. 

“With the new one, it definitely feels 
like we’ve achieved some of the things 
Wall Of Arms was pointing at. It’s to do 
with being more articulate,” says frontman 
Orlando Weeks. 

“And we’re so much more confident 
now, we can get closer to the thing that we 
envisage. 

“When we started, we’d say things like 
‘We want it to sound watery, but with a bit 



more punch to it’, to a producer. Now, 
instead of saying that, we can ask for 
certain reverbs or delays, or accurately 
describe a mood. We’ve got our heads 
around production, basically, and have the 
confidence to finally sound how we want 
to.” 

Given To The Wild was partly recorded 
in the band’s own studio, and partly at 
Rockfield, in Monmouth, the legendary 
venue where the likes of Oasis, Manic 
Street Preachers, The Stone Roses and Paul 
Weller made some of the 90s’ best albums, 
and also where Queen recorded Bohemian 
Rhapsody. 

“It’s not nearly as intimidating as I 
thought it would be,” says Weeks. “But it’s 
a very special place, incredible. 

“The reverb chambers are amazing, 
some of the gear there was essential to this 
record. We didn’t want to go to a new 
sterile studio, and Rockfield isn’t like that 
at all. It’s a residential place, so naturally 
very homely and welcoming.” 


The new album took its time, with some 
recordings dating back two years. And 
Weeks admits that for a long time it was a 
work in progress. 

“We all knew how we wanted the album 
to sound, but it meant after that realisation 
that the real job of making the record was 
piecing all these things together, and 
stealing bits from the demos that we 
couldn’t better. 

“The trick is obviously not making it 
sound patchwork, even though it is.” 

It’s a trick they seem to have mastered - 
one of Given To The Wild's biggest 
strengths is its cohesion as an album. 

Ahead of the tour, Weeks said: “Some of 
the songs on Given To The Wild we haven’t 
worked out how to play yet. We didn’t want 
to concern ourselves with that when we 
were recording them.” 

They’re sure to have ironed out those 
issues come Monday night.

The big film 


WE BOUGHT A ZOO 
certificate PG, 2h 03m 

THIS shamelessly sentimental tale of a 
father’s struggle to revitalise an ailing 
animal sanctuary in the aftermath of 
his wife’s death is based on the true 
story of British newspaper columnist 
Benjamin Mee, who took charge of 
Dartmoor Zoological Park in 2007. 

Screenwriters Cameron Crowe and 
Aline Brash McKenna transplant the 
action from picturesque south Devon 
to the fictitious Rosemoor Wildlife Park 
in California, where mourning, guilt and 
father-son bonding play out against the 
backdrop of an inspection of the zoo 
facilities that will either shut down the 
attraction or guarantee its survival. 

Benjamin Mee (Matt Damon) is 
trying to be strong for his teenage son 
Dylan (Colin Ford) and precocious 
young daughter Rosie (Maggie 
Elizabeth Jones) following the death of 
his wife, Katharine (Stephanie 
Szostak). 

He moves his family into a 
ramshackle house that comes with a 
fully functioning zoo, complete with 
animals and ballsy headkeeper Kelly 
Foster (Scarlett Johansson). 

Benjamin sinks all of his money into 
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the zoo, hoping to restore the facility to 
its former glory in time for an 
inspection by the notoriously 
pernickety Walter Ferris (John Michael 
Higgins). 

Despite attempt by his accountant 
brother Duncan (Thomas Haden 
Church) to dissuade him, Benjamin 
refuses to listen and persuades 
alcohol-swigging handyman 
MacCready (Angus Macfadyen), 
animal handler Robin (Patrick Fugit) 
and Kelly’s teenage cousin Lily (Elle 
Fanning) to buy into his impossible 
dream. 

1/1/e Bought A Zoo is Crowe at his 
most mawkish and cliched. Children 
stare mournfully into the camera, 
parents salve wounds with trite 
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platitudes, a father stumbles upon a 
cash windfall in the nick of time and an 
ageing tiger prepares to make a final 
journey to the great jungle in the sky. 

The film’s trump card is Damon, 
who delivers a moving and honest 
performance as the family man 
haunted by memories of the past. 

He shares pleasing screen 
chemistry with youngsters Ford and 
Jones while Church provides the 
comic relief. 

While it might ultimately falter as a 
compelling drama, We Bought A Zoo 
may well boost visitor numbers to 
Dartmoor Zoological Park, which is still 
on a financial knife-edge. And that 
would be a genuine Hollywood 
fairytale.

It's the full Monty 
in Don's garden 


S PRING is one of 
Monty Don’s 
favourite times of the 
year, when primroses, 
daffodils, fritillaries and 
tulips emerge in his 
beautiful garden at 
Longmeadow. 

It’s a sight he won’t enjoy 
alone, as two million viewers 
who tune into Gardeners ’ World 
every week will be invited to 
share the many glories of his 
two-acre garden, which is 
divided into 19 sections and last 
year became the new base of the 
hit gardening programme. 

For nine months of the year, 
from February to November, TV 
crews film in his garden in the 
Herefordshire Marches, eight 
miles from the Welsh border. 

The nurtured space will be 
revealed in the new series of 
Gardeners ’ World, which started 
last week on BBC Two, and is 
accompanied by a tie-in book, 
Gardening At Longmeadow. 

Don, the programme’s main 
presenter, admits that opening up 
his own two-acre private garden 
to the cameras hasn’t come

without its drawbacks, but the 
pros far outweigh the cons. 

“The good thing is I have no 
journey, the downside is that I 
live above the shop. I never turn 
off from it.” 

The film crew aren’t allowed 
in the house, the TV equipment is 
stored in an outhouse when not 
in use. Don may have allowed the 
cameras in, but he’s in charge of 
the garden. For the last five 
years, he and his wife Sarah have 
had no help at all, until the BBC 
insisted on it. Don now has two 
full-time gardeners to assist. 

“The slight downside of that 
means I do less gardening 
because there’s less to do. It’s a 
bit like having a chef in the 
kitchen asking if I’d like a 


poached egg, when I could quite 
easily poach one myself.” 

But he remains the master of 
his own domain. “Nobody tells 
me what to do in my own garden. 
People are genuinely helping me 
rather than doing it themselves 
and then telling me about it.” 

Filming takes place one or two 
days in the week, depending on 
what’s happening in the garden, 
although sometimes filming has 
taken three or even four days a 
week. And Don has had to 
compromise in some measure as 
to how he wants his garden to be, 
for the sake of the programme. 

It’s a complicated, large, full 
garden - no big lawns, no empty 
spaces, even the orchard has 39 
apple trees. 

“We’ve had to widen quite a 
lot of paths which are perfectly 
good for wheeling a wheelbarrow 
down. But by the time you get a 
camera crew with a tripod and a 
sound recordist with size 12 feet 
and a director with a monitor, 
you can have six people behind 
the camera or more, and then 
tracks and a jib. The original 
paths can’t accommodate all that. 

“We’ve had to widen a number 


of paths and we still are. Where 
we’ve had grass paths, we’ve had 
to put hard paths. As with any 
public place, the equation has 
had to change with volume.” 

At any one time, 90 per cent of 
the garden needs to look good, 
which can be difficult to achieve, 
he reflects, “but I do try to show 
the camera where things go 
wrong and show the human side 
of it, rather than making it a 
show garden, because it’s not a 
show garden.” 

This year, Don will be creating 
a pond in the Damp Garden and 
is looking forward to seeing the 
fruits of last year’s labours with 
great swathes of colour in the 
Jewel Garden and elsewhere. 

“The key thing is the rhythm 
and cycle of the year of 
gardening. It’s not like a house 
which you refurbish and decorate 
and it’s done. The garden’s never 
done, it’s always changing and 
adapting.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
